This isn’t unusual, as they are 
very small and obscurely placed. 
But if the parathyroids wcre the 
seat of the deficiency, it would 
,account for the cramping mus- 
cles of the larynx, the tremor of 
the chin. and the general feel- 
ing of the nervousness. 

The case would. call, 
much for iodine, as for calcium 
which the system requires to 
keep up metabolism. This can be 
given by the mouth or by in- 
jection. A few X-ray treatments 
might stimulate these organs 
also. 

The thyroid doesn’t exactly 
“srow again,” as some think. but 
the portions of the gland left in 
the neck are inclined sometimes 
to enlarge as before, if the same 
sort of excitation is present.
